RIOT IN NEW YOKK. 


First Btrloua Outbreak ot the Unem- 


ployed Thooaand*. 


NEW i'OBK, Aug. 18.—The flrst of the 


riots which labor leaders and others 
have been predicting for some time as a 
result of the large number of men out of 
employment occurred yetterday morn- 
ing. A crowd of more than 5,000 men 
attacked Walhalla hall on Orchard 
street, because admittance was denied 
them. They smashed the plate-glass 
windows into atome, forced In the

posses- 


sion of the place. Several persons 
were cut by the flying glass. All 
sorts of missiles were used, and finally 
the police reserves from the Eldridgo 
Street station were ordered to the 
scene and succeeded in partly dis- 
lodging the crowd. 


Those forming the crowd were most- 


ly Hebrews, and represented principal- 
ly the clothing trade. There were cut- 
ters, garment-makers, hat-malterb and 
cloak-makers. 


The success of Wednesday's meetimf 


and parade of the unemployed was the 
signal for a much larger gathering 
yesterday in the vicinity of the Interna- 
tional labor exchange on East Tenth 
street. At 10 o'clock fully 5,000 people 
had been assembled. The large hall 
of the exchange was literally packed, 
while outside 
there 
were 
many 


more endeavoring to gain admission. 


At this point some one cried out 


that the hall was too small, anil started 
for Walhalla hall. As if with one im- 
pulse the crowd formed in line and 
proceeded in the direction of the hall 
mentioned.

Sdnutor Onllotn submitted to an inter- 


view in Washington a few days ago by a 
representative of a newspaper, touching 
the matter ot silver legislation. His 
views will interest his friends in Uacon 
county. Following 13 what he said: 
" It is barely possible that the Senate 
may pass a repeal measure before th« 
House does, bnt this is hardly probable 
in view ot the tact that the silver Sena- 
tors will undoubtedly dally along, and, 
while awaiting the resnlt in the House, 
Bght oft tbe administration ttnd other 
forces who an in favor of a simple re- 
peal. When the House takes notion we 
will then know whether we are to main- 
tain bimetalism with a different ratio lor 
silver or whether there is any prospect ot 
a simple repeal ot the ao-oalled Sherman 
act, thereby, for the present, at least, 
stopping the purchase of silver. 


It ia eaid there u a clear m»j?rity 


against snob a repeal measure in that 
body. Whether thia is so I cannot say, 
bnt I am very strongly inclined to be- 
lieve it ie. It is impossible to foretell 
with any degree of certainty what will be 
the outcome of legislation on this sub- 
ject. I presume the tarn* may be eaid 
as to the time that will be consumed in 
the consideration of the various plans 
that have been proposed, and the time 
when a flnal vote will be taken in tbe 
Senate.

proposes to do it should do aa quickly aa 
possible,consistent with*fair consider- 
ation and discussion of the subject. In

A great deal of instructive entertain- 


ment can be derived from a study of the 
[ally weather maps, even by those who 
mow little of the science of mcteorolo- 
;y. It is only necessary to know how 
o Interpret the symbols used upon the 
mops— In itself a very simple matter— 
n order to have spread before you a 
rfcture of the atmospheric ocean cover- 
ag the United States, with its great, 
ever-changing currents, its areas of 
storm and fair weather, and its so-called 
warm and cold waves. 


By simply following the shifting 


lines and symbols from day to day, one 
can trace the course and conduct of a 
storm as it moves from the Eocky 
mountains to the Atlantic ocean. It 
only requires a little exercise of the 
imagination to see the earth spread out 
tar below, and the winds and clouds 
advancing and wheeling their airy bat- 
talions underneath the observer's eyes. 


A very interesting study of this kind 


was furnished by the first cold wave of 
the autumn of 1891, which entered the 
United States on the ISth of November, 
and crossing all of the states east of the 
Eocky mountains, disappeared on the 
night of the 18th or the morning of 
the l«th, leaving the whole country re- 
freshed and invigorated by its passage. 


Following on the heels of a warm 


rain storm the cold wave came down 
out of British America, and in one day 
spread from Dakota to Texas. 


The next day it .occupied the whole 


valley of the Mississippi, and the next 
advanced to the Atlantic setting every- 
body shivering alone the coast from 
Jacksonville to Now York. 


On Wednesday, November 18, its 


southern extension covered more than 
half of the pcninsnl.i of Florida, while 
its northern cud enveloped Quebec. 
\lreiidy a great "wave" of warmer air 
was chasing after it, and by Thursday 
morning it hod disappeared from the 
map as suddenly as it had made its en- 
try on tho Sunday before. 
It is the persistence of such "waves," 


and of the areas of storm and sunshine 
that precede, or follow, o- accompany 
them, in moving always in a general 
way tows..-d the east, that makes wcath 
er predii lion possible. The rotation ot 
the earth on itb axis, giving direction 
to tl e air cunonts set in motion by tho 
heat of the sun, is the underli ing cause 
of the eastward motion of the stoi rns 
and air navcsof our latitudes.— Youth's 
Companion
